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Continuation of 11 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments have not been found 
convincing for the reasons made of record in the previous Office action mailed 3/8/07. Applicant's arguments that the standard is not 
absolute certainty, but rather a preponderance of evidence. However, it is maintained that since numerous references showing that gene 
expression level is not necessarily associated with resultant protein leves, there is not a preponderance of evidence to the contrary. 
Further, regarding applicant's arguments that "specific binding" has a meaning for antibodies which indicates that the antibody binds only 
to a particular protein, these arguemnts are not found convincing for reasons of record. It is maintained that two proteins having identical 
amino acid sequences for stretches 62 and 93 amino acids, would generate antibodies that specifically recognize the regions in common 
in both proteins, and are therefore identical. There is no special definition of "specific binding'" in the specification.. 
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
